achiev em ent is one of v ery consider­ 
able interest. 
There has been much 
speculation as to how so great a d is­ 
tance could be cov - rod by a projectile 
from a gun. and some 
v ery wild 
theories 
hav e been put 
forward. 
Practically the construction of a gun 
capable of such a 
wonderful per­ 
formance is not one of ineuperabi« 
difficulty . 
To dev elop the necessary 
muzzle v elocity the gun must be a 
v ery long one. and if ordinary m eth­ 
ods of construction were, employ ed, 
the difficulties in the way of making 
a gun with a bore of 9 .2 Inches in 
diam eter and of a length of 7 0 or 8 0 
calibres would be serious, since 
a 
tube of that length , ev en if skillfully 
reinforced with hoops, as In guns of 
ordinary design, would hav e a ten­ 
dency to “ droop," or, in other words, 
would cease to he a rigid cy linder. 
Tint this 
m anufacturing 
difficulty 
may be ov ercome 
by inserting . a 
“ liner" w ith a 9 2 inch bore in the 
barrel of an ex istin g 15 or 14» Inck 
gun, such as are av ailable from the 
armament of the German nary . 
This is the conjecture put forward 
hy two offb'ers of the Roy al A rtillery 
who are recognized 
authorities on 
modern ballistics, and their solution 
of the problem is probably the right 
One. 
They calculate that with 9 0 or 
100 calibres, space will be prov ided 
iu the bore for the cequ isite number 
of ex pansions of the pawder gas to 
giv e the projectile a muzzle v elocity 
of, say , 4,5 00 foot seconds; and this, 
with a workable chamber pressure in 
the neighborhood of tw enty -tw o .ton« 
to th e square inch, should giv e the 
shell a range of about 62 ^ m iles. A 
drawing of the shell show s it to be 
an ordinary 38 0 lb. projectile, rota­ 
tion being giv en by means 
of the 
usual copper driv ing bands. 
That it 
has been subjected to som ething more 
than normal pressure is ev idenced by 
pieces that hav e been recov ered be­ 
ing found to 
be "‘groov e m arked,” 
show ing that the w alls o f the shell 
were too weak and ex panded into the 
rifling. 
The angle of 
elev ation at 
which they were fired was probably 
about 43 to 45 degrees. 
The thing is so sensational that 
the consideration of its m ilitary v alue 
lias been rather ov ershadowed. 
The 
target is a v ery ex tensiv e one and 
I>ermits of the amount of inaccuracy 
inseperable from shooting at so long 
a range. 
The dam age to life and ma­ 
terial is com parativ ely sligh t, hut, as 
In all his efforts at "frightfulness," 
the Hun hop**« to act on the moral of 
the inhabitants, w ith the 
sm allest 
modicum of risk to him self. 
Sy ste­ 
matic bombardment and the punctual 
arriv al of shells at stated interv als 
must be annoy ing, but, like th e more 
serious air raids, i>t engenders anger 
and not fear. 
This "freak gun," as 
our American Allies would call it. is 
of v ery little m ilitary v alue; it is not 
going to win the war.
